REMARKS 

Claims 3-9, 1 2-1 8, and 20-30 are pending. Claims 1 , 2, 1 0, 1 1 , and 1 9 have 
been canceled. No new matter has been introduced. Reexamination and 
reconsideration of the application are respectfully requested. 

In the March 9, 2005 Final Office Action, the Examiner allowed claims 3-9, 
12-18, and 20-30. The Examiner rejected claims 1,10, and 19 under 35 U.S.C. 
§1 03(a) as being obvious over Berkhout et al., U.S. Patent No. 4,736,163 
(hereinafter the Berkhout reference), in view of Nagaraj, U.S. Patent No. 6,041,084 
(hereinafter the Nagaraj reference). The Examiner rejected claims 2 and 1 1 under 
35 U.S.C. §1 03(a) as obvious over the Berkhout reference, in view of Nagaraj, in 
further view of McNally, US 2002/001 354A1 . The Applicant has canceled claims 1 , 



2,10, 



I, and 19.
